Jerry L. Pettis, R-Calif., 
gave his warning in a talk pre­ 
pared for the American Medi­

Health Manpower. The AMA’s 
convention opens Sunday. 
Pettis 
said 
he knows that 
medical schools are expanding 
and that experiments and pro­ 
grams 
arc 
seeking 
to solve 
health care ' shortage and dis­ 
tribution problems. 
“But the truth is that the 
problems exist and the people 
are becoming impatient,” he 
declared. 
Pettis 
said 
public 
dis­ 
satisfaction with medical care 
probably is due to higher costs 
but also results from poor dis­ 
tribution and shortages. 


1st ‘By-Line’ 


Writer Dies 


LOS GATOS, Calif. (AP) — 
Kirke L. Simpson, 90, the first 
Associated Press newsman to 
win a Pultizer Prize and the 
first to receive a by-line on a 
story, died 
Friday. 
Simpson 
won the Pulitzer and got the 
first AP by-line for a story on 
the burial of the Unknown Sol­ 
dier from World War I. He 
coined the phrase “smoke-filled 
room” in a story which pre­ 
dicted the nomination of War­ 
ren G. Harding in 1920.

done, and to hell with the doc­ 
tors,” Pettis declared. 
In another talk prepared for 
the meeting, Dr. Malcolm C. 
Todd of Long Beach, Calif., the 
m a npower 
council 
chair man. 
said efforts to expand medical 
manpower have delivered im­ 
pressive results. 
He said medical schools had 
been increased since I960 from. 
85 to 108, and that the 10,000 
medical graduates in 1972 will 
be double the number after 
World War II. He said 345,000 
MDs now are practicing, with 
287.000 in direct patient care. 
But, Todd said, the expected 
440.000 physicians and nearly 4 
million allied health workers in 
1975 will not balance health 
.service supply and demand “'if 
they are not located where we 
need them.” 
“We must take steps to en­ 
sure that this cadre of health 
manpower is more effectively 
distributed, both geographically 
and 
by 
specialty 
area,” 
he 
said.

Despite her 78 years and wispy 
101 pounds, M argaret Murdock 
proved she still has the beat as 
she began her 50th year as ca- 
rilonneur on the University of 
California campus.

Developed Fathers Day, Now 90

Since then, Mrs. Dodd, now 
90, has seen her question devel­ 
op into Father's Day, an event 
observed internationally on the 
third Sunday in June. 
That 
sermon 
of

ago 
“ was full of adulation for moth­ 
er hood,” Mrs. Dodd said. “ I be­ 
gan thinking of my mother who 
pased away in 1898 while 1 
was yet a child. My thoughts 
naturally turned to my father 
who was left with the responsi­ 
bility of rearing six children. 
“He was a very strict man. a 
real disciplinarian,” she said. 
“ But he was also a kind and 
loving parent who kept us to­ 
gether and happy.” 
With the help of the Spokane 
Ministerial Alliance, Mrs. Dodd 
drew up a petition recommend­ 


ing adoption of a national F a­ 
ther’s Day. They met with little 
success at first, but refused to 
give 
up. 
In 
1916 
President 
Woodrow Wilson gave the day 
national recognition and Presi­ 
den Calvin Coolidge furthered 
the cause by stating to. 1924 
that the event should be ob­ 
served 
by 
Americans 
every­ 
where. 
Mrs. 
Dodd’s 
late 
husband 
was in the insurance business. 
Their only child, John Bruce 
Dodd Jr., a forester in White- 
fish. Mont., was chosen “ Wash­ 
ington's Ideal Father” by the 
Washington Post while be was 
living in the nation's capital in. 
1952. 
“ He 
said 
he 
had 
always 
known ideal fatherhood,” Mrs. 
Dodd said. “ He got that from 
his father and grandfather.” 
Last, year the National Fa­ 
thers Day Committee presented 
Mrs. Dodd with its traditional 
silver 
Father 
of 
the 
Year 
Award Bowl in ceremonies in 
Spokaqe. When asked, what she 
would keep in the bowl, she 
said: “Love.”

French Disaster 


SOISSONS, France (AP) — 
The bodies of 43 persons were 
pulled today from the wreckage 
of two trains that piled up in a 
railway tunnel which collapsed 
near here. 
Rescue workers were making 
their way through the debris to 
reach about 10 other persons 
believed trapped in the trains. 
Seventy 
were 
injured; 
of 
them, 30 were taken to hospi­ 
tals in serious condition. 
About 
500 
rescue 
workers 
were on the scene, digging in 
the debris. 
The two trains, crowded with 
about 500 persons and going in 
opposite 
directions 
betwen 
Paris and Laon, derailed when 
blocks of rocks fell from the 
ceiling of the tunnel, which was 
being repaired. 
One train derailed on the fall­ 
en rocks. A short time later, 
the second train hit the debris 
and slammed into the first.

Wallace To Have 
Surgery Sunday 


SILVER SPRING, Md. (AP) 
— Alabama 
Gov. 
George C. 
Wallace 
will 
undergo 
major 
surgery here Sunday to remove 
a bullet from his spinal canal 
and, if all goes well, he still is 
expected to attend the Demo­ 
cratic National Convention. 
“ We fully expect that with a 
good recovery he will be in 
Miami,” Billy Joe Camp, the 
governor’s 
press 
secretary, 
said at a news conference Fri­ 
day. 
Wallace has been hospitalized 
here since May 15 when he was 
shot at Laurel, Md., as he cam­ 
paigned 
for 
the 
Democratic 
presidential nomination. 
Surgeons removed one bullet 
from Wallace’s left side the day 
he was shot. 
The remaining bullet, which 
is lodged in his spinal canal, 
paralyzed his legs. Doctors say 
they will not know if the spinal 
cord is cut or damaged until 
they operate.

Moscow School Trains Gowns

MOSCOW (AP) — When the 
pupEs start clowning around in 
class at the yeEow brick school 
on Yamskovo Polya Street, it's 
probably part of the curricu­ 
lum. 
The school is the state Acade­ 
my of Circus and Variety Arts. 
It’s the only one in the Soviet 
Union and turns out virtually 
all the clowns, acrobats, jug­ 
glers and aeriaUsta who per­ 
form in this country’s 56 per­ 
manent big tops from Minsk to 
Vladivostok. 
During its 43 years of oper­ 
ation, the school has produced 
such famous Russian clowns as 
Mikhail Rumyantsev (Class of 
*30), who used the name "Ka- 
randasb” in his Chapiinesque 
routines, 
and 
Oleg 
Popov 
(Class of ’49), currently a top 
attraction 
with 
the 
Moscow 
State Circus. 
“Our school is unique not 
only in the Soviet Union but in 
the whole world," boasts its di­ 
rector, Alexander M. Voloshin, 
65, who has spent 23 years on 
the school's faculty. He said 
other schools may teach circus 
skills but his is the only one 
which offers an aU-round secon­ 
dary education as weU. 
Russian youngsters may en­ 
ter the school at around age 11 
after completing four grades of 
a regular primary school, Vol­ 
oshin said, and they stay at his 
school for seven years. 
"They taka aE the subjects 
they would have in a normal 
school plus their specialty as a 
circus performer or a variety 
show artist,’ he added. 
The aca’demy also has a four 
year program for pupils who 
enroU after 8 or 10 years in a 
regular school. These teenagers 
usuaUy study the comic arts of 
slapstick, pantomime and mim­ 
icry, 
Voloshin 
said, 
because 
they take less time to acquire 
than the precise skills and su­ 
perb physical conditioning of a 
high-wire or trapeze aerialist. 
StroEing through the school’s 
corridors it is not unusual to

In one classroom, a matronly 
teacher led a German recita­ 
tion before a class of young­ 
sters dressed in the traditional 
Soviet 
school 
uniform—gray 
suits and smocks, white shirts 
and blouses and red scarves. 
Down the haU, a former Bol­ 
shoi ballerina coached a group 
of teen-agers dressed in shorts 
and leotards in a course caUed 
"musical 
rhythms,” 
designed 
to teach pupils how to move 
gracefully, whether entering a 
ring or dangling from a tra­ 
peze. 
In the main ring, a high-wire 
artist soon to graduate streaked 
across the wire on a unicycle. 
Acrobats, Jugglers and clowns 
of varying ages practiced in a 
big exercise haU just oft the 
main ring. 
Because of its uniqueness and 
limited 
fadEtiet—to 
be 
ex­ 
panded next year with new dor­ 
mitories and four more rings— 
the school is one of the most 
exclusive in the Soviet Union. 
"This year there were 3,000 
applications and only 80 people 
were accepted," Voloahin said. 
"Desire alone is not enough to 
enter our school. One must 
have certain qualifications." 
He said a special state com­ 
mission, aE circus speciaEsts, 
chooses those applicants who 
have the proper temperament, 
handsome facial features and 
the right weight and muscula­ 
ture for circus work. 
The student’s grades wiU de­ 
termine where he wiE work in 
the Soviet Union. The most tal­ 
ented may get an early chance 
to travel abroad with the cele­ 
brated Moscow State Circus. 
Others are assigned to circuses 
or variety theaters in the prov­ 
inces.

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BYPASS BYPASSED 
Plans for an Indiana 3 bypass linking 
Interstate 74 in the outskirts of Greens- 
burg with Indiana 3 and 46 West were 
announced early in 1970, 
At a meeting here on June 23,1970, the 
timetable for the project was listed, as 
follows: Preliminary engineering to be 
completed in 1970; completion of final 
plans in 1971; right-of-way acquisition 
in 1972 followed by actual construction. 
On Feb. 24,1972, it was stated that the 
engineering plans were two-thirds com­ 
pleted. 
This was interpreted here to mean the 
completion of engineering in 1972, ap­ 
proval of final plans and right-of-way 
acquisition in 1973, following by actual 
construction in 1974. , 
However, when road construction pro­ 
jects of the Indianna State Highway 
Commission for the 1972-74 biennium 
were announced, the Indiana 3 bypass 
was given on a C priority rating as to 
preliminary planning. 
Basically, this appears to mean that 


completed 
biennium in 1974. 
Additionally, actual construction was 
given no priority rating. This means that 
no actual construction can be started be­ 
fore 1975 or 1976, 
The C priority rating with no plans 
for actual construction appears to be 
considerably removed from the original 
concept. Tne construction project will 
cost an estimated $6,562,000. according 


po

to the original study. 
Although 
adequate 
provision 
for 
safety for those going to and from the 
Hillcrest area is essential, the project 
will form a definite bypass need. 
The bypass would ‘eliminate an im- 
rtant portion of through traffic from 
he downtown area. 
Operators of trucks would find it ex­ 
pedient to use the bypass rather than 
traversing downtown and on Indiana 41 
East to the Rossburg Interchange. 
The traffic problem involving school 
pupils on North Lincoln Street would be 
lessened. 
The route as selected would remove a 
minimum number of homes and build­ 
ings. 
Such a bypass could logically in the 
future serve as the initial link between 
Interstate 74 at Greensburg and Inter­ 
state 65 at Columbus. 
Use of the bypass would prove advan­ 
tageous to numerous employes of indus­ 
tries west and northwest of Greensburg. 
Why the Indiana 3 bypass has been 
relegated to a C priority has not been 
determined here. Conceding that the In­ 
diana State Highway Commission has 
important road needs throughout Indi­ 
ana, it would seem that the project for 
the Greensburg area merited a higher 
priority.

It is unlikely that this will 
ever happen. Final placement 
of winners in the race prove 
that rule violations result in 
penalties. It should be a two 
way street, and violations by 
officials deserve similar penal­ 
ties. 
Certainly 
there 
is, 
or 
should be a rule against giving 
false or misleading signals to 
competitors, yet it happened 
many timeá this year. There is 
a firm rule against permitting 
cars of other than competitors 
on the course during a race, yet 
this was violated by officials 
in at least two occasions, and 
one knowingly. 
Top com. petitors in any sport 
deserve the best officiating. The 
Daily Racing Form conducted 
their 25th annual survey of ma­ 
jor sports in the United States. 
They found that some 250 mil­ 
lion fans took time to attend 
major athletic events as spec­ 
tators in 1971, setting new’ re­ 
cords. 
Horse racing led for the 20th 
year and also had the biggest 
gain. Some 76.954.288 attended 
such races, up 2.9 million over 
the 1970 estimate. Auto racing 
was the unofficial second, with

Yellow lights 
flashed on, and the yellow flag 
emerged. The leaders had al­ 
ready passed the starting line 
under the yellow flag when the 
tights changed to green. Starter 
Pat Vidan, caught in the un­ 
pleasant situation of holding a 
yellow flag with .green lights on 
the 'track, threw it to the ground 
in disgust. Die force was such 
that it bounced a good three 
feet off of the ground as he 
changed signals.

Allies Report Destruction Of 
Nearly 500 Red Tanks Since March 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Al­ 
lied forces have reported de­ 
stroying between 400 and 500- 
plus North Vietnamese tanks 
since the enemy offensive be­ 
gan, Pentagon sources say. 
The tally coincides with a 
sharp dropoff in reported sight­ 
ings of North Vietnamese tanks 
operating in the battle sectors 
and staging areas. 
Taken together, these factors 
could indicate that the North 
Vietnamese have lost much of 
the armored power that helped 
them score important advances 
in the early stages of the offen­ 
sive launched in late March . 
U.S. analysts estimated sev­ 
eral weeks ago that the North 
Vietnamese army had sent up 
to 600 Soviet-built tanks into the 
Indochina fighting. 
Meanwhile, 
day-in, 
day-out 
U.S. bombing of North Viet­ 
nam’s rail lines and U.S. min­ 
efields in the entrances of its 
ports are blocking replacement 
of armored vehicles from the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China, officials say. 
The air-interdiction campaign 
is destroying stockples of gaso­ 
line and oil needed to run the 
tanks, which burn about a gal­ 
lon a mile. Petroleum supplies 
are not being replaced from 


outside North Vietnam, acord- 
ing to current assessments. 
There are variations in offi­ 
cial estimates of the tanks de­ 
stroyed. 
Defense sources ac­ 
knowledge 
the 
likelihood 
of 
some duplication in reports and 
of some overly bullish claims. 
Nevertheless, 
officials 
say 
they are confident the loll of 
North Vietnamese armor has 
'been very heavy. 
The Joint Chiefs of Staff ac­ 
cept as accurate the U.S. Viet­ 
nam command’s count of more 
than 
420 
North 
Vietnamese 
tanks destroyed between March 
30 and June 9, the last date 
covered by the most recent 
summary. 
Another compilation cited in 
an official military rundown 
lists better than 530 enemy 
tanks destroyed in South Viet­ 
nam, North Vietnam. Laos and 
Cambodia. 
Of these, the South Vietnam­ 


ese army and air force are 
credited with more than 300 
tanks, the U.S. Air Force with 
about 130 and the remainder di­ 
vided among U.S. Navy fighter 
bombers 
and 
warship guns, 
Marine jets and Army helicop­ 
ters. 
Reports from the field say 
that 
500-pound 
bombs 
have 
been highly effective in knock­ 
ing out tanks. Other weapons 
that have scored well are light 
antitank rockets used by South 
Vietnamese 
infantrymen, 
ac­ 
cording to U.S. military offi­ 
cials.

Many Militants Win Freedom In Courts 
Arlington—

Angela Davis was one of half 
a dozen black, revolutionaries 
who have come to trial in Cali­ 
fornia in the last four years, 
and either won acquittal from a 
jury or dismissal from a judge. 
Among them was Huey P. New­ 
ton, cofounder of the Black 
Panthers. 
Another Panther leader, Bob­ 
by Seale, was freed of charges 
in a New Haven, Conn., court­ 
room in connection with the 
death of another Panther. The 
trial came after Yale Univer­ 
sity President Kingman Brews­ 
ter Jr., said he was skeptical 
that 
a 
black 
revolutionary 
could, get a fair trial anywhere 
in the United States. 
Various other militants have 
won acquittal or * dismissal of 
charges brought against them 
in connection with activities for 
controversial causes. A notable 
case was the Panther 13 in New 
York. 
However, the record of feder­ 
al and state prosecutors is not 
devoid of convictions. Black ac­ 
tivist H. Rap Brown currently 
is under federal sentence of 
five years for a firearms viola­ 
tion. The Rev. Philip Berrigan 
is serving federal time for de­ 
stroying draft records, and his 
brother, Daniel, also a Catholic 
priest, 
recently completed 
a 
sentence for his similar role. 
Newton, 
30, originally 
was 
charged with the Oct. 28, 1967, 
shooting death in Oakland, Ca­ 
lif., of police officer John Frey. 
Convicted in 1968 of voluntary 
manslaughter, 
he 
served 
22 
months before the California 
State Court of Appeals over­ 
turned his sentence. 
Two subsequent trials ended 
in hung juries and the charges 
were dismissed last December 
because there was not enough 
new evidence to warrant 
a 
fourth trial. 


The so-called “Soledad Broth­ 
ers,” Fleeta Drumgo, 26, and 
John Clutchette, 28, were ac­ 
quitted by an all-white jury 
March 27 of the murder of 
guard John Mills, 26, at Sole­ 
dad Prison Jan. 16, 1970.

He was killed 
last Aug. 21 in what officials 
said was an attempted prison 
break. 
Angela Davis was accused of 
murder, kidnap and conspiracy 
in what the prosecution said 
was an attempt to free the 
Soledad Brothers. 
The prosecution said she pro­ 
vided 
the 
weapons 
for 
an 
aborted hostage-kidnaping Aug. 
9, 1970, from a San Rafael. Ca­ 
lif.. courtroom, which was in­ 
tended to force release of the 
trio. Four persons died in the 
resulting 
shootout, 
including 
Jackson s 
younger 
brother, 
Jonathan. 
Miss Davis was motivated, 
the state claimed, by a passion­ 
ate love for George Jackson. 
Another group of black con­ 
victs known as the “Soledad 7” 
were charged with the

dropped for lack of evidence. 
The other three went to trial in

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate has voted to scuttle the 
newly 
invigorated 
Subversive 
Activities 
Control 
Board, 
a 
symbol of anti-comm;unism but 
little else for much of its exis­ 
tence. 
The Senate voted 42 to 25 to 
strip the board of its $450,000 
appropriation next year after 
Sen. Sam Ervin Jr., D-N.C., 
called 
it 
“an 
abomination’’ 
whose sole function was “to in­ 
timidate people.” 
The board has survived many 
such attempts and may yet sur­ 
vive the Senate’s attack be­ 
cause the House already has 
approved its appropriation and 
the issue must go to a confer­ 
ence committee. 
President Nixon rescued the 
board from the bureaucratic dol­ 
drums last July with an execu­ 
tive order expanding its role to 
include investigation of such 
groups as 'the Weatherman and 
Black Panthers. 
And 
further 
support 
was 
shown in the House with pas­ 
sage of a bill to give the board 
additional duties. 


Budget-Breaking 
Bill Passed By 
House, 277-60 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House has pased a budget- 
breaking $28.6-billion appropria­ 
tions bill for two major depart­ 
ments, perhaps inviting a presi­ 
dential veto and stirring an 
election-year debate. 
By a vote of 277 to 00 Thurs­ 
day night, the House approved 
$1.27 billion more than Presi­ 
dent Nixon had requested for 
the departments of-Labor, and 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


Tfie measure sent to the Sen­ 
ate carries funds for the fiscal 
year starting July 1, most of it 
for health and education pro­ 
grams. 


The bill Is similar to two pre­ 
vious money measures vetod 
by the President because the 
amounts far exceeded his pref­ 
erences. 


Republican leader Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan, supporting a 
last-ditch losing drive to cut out 
the increases, warned that the 
bill faced a veto if the boosts 
were retained. 


The House ignored the warn­ 
ing and voted down the slash 
amendment, 209 to 137.
